HOW TO GROW ROSES 


To obtain most satisfactory results Roses should be planted in rich deep, 
well-drained soil and severely pruned in spring before buds start. In severe 
winters some varieties freeze down if unprotected. An excellent plan to 
winter successfully is to knock out the heads of old nail kegs and slip one over 
each bush just before winter and fill the keg with fine earth. In the spring 
early take off the keg and prune off the wood above the keg—which would be 
about the right height to prune arose bush. In this way roses can be grown 
anywhere, and what is there to equal the rose in beauty.
